10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
$620.00  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Baker  Free  Library. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  pur- 
chase of  a  truck,  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  pay  for  the  same.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  of  Bow: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  report  as  your 
Superiutendent  of  schools. 

The  current  school  year  opened  with  the  same  teaching 
staff  that  completed  the  previous  year,  Miss  Marion  E. 
Smith,  Miss  Helen  F.  Cole,  and  Mrs.  Mildred  H.  Cross  at 
the  Mills  School;  Miss  Norma  M.  Luby  at  the  Center, 
and  Mrs.  Almena  Fernald  at  the  Bog. 

The  total  enrollment  in  the  various  schools  is  consider- 
ably lower  than  in  previous  years,  with  the  principal 
shift  in  the  lower  grades  of  the  Mills  School.  Last  year 
we  had  34  pupils  in  the  first  two  grades,  while  this  fall 
but  half  that  number  was  in  attendance.  A  slight  de- 
crease was  also  noted  in  the  Center  School  and  a  small 
increase  at  the  Bog.  The  tables  at  the  end  of  this  report 
will  serve  to  show  the  shift  in  school  i)opulation  for  the 
past  five  years,  as  well  as  more  detailed  information  with 
regard  to  the  year  1943-44. 

As  has  been  mentioned  earlier  in  this  report,  we  are 
very  fortunate  in  having  an  experienced  teaching  staff. 
However,  the  situation  throughout  the  State  is  extremely 
grave.  "With  less  than  half  as  many  teachers  being 
trained  in  our  Teachers'  Colleges  and  at  the  University 
than  in  normal  years,  and  with  no  change  probable  in 
the  teacher  shortage  until  some  years  after  the  close  of 
the  war,  the  schools  of  New  Hampshire  will  be  hard 
pressed  for  sufficient  teachers  to  maintain  our  schools. 
Although  there  is  no  definite  solution  to  the  problem,  it 
is  nevertheless  obvious,  that  as  citizens  and  parents  we 
must  take  whatever  steps  are  available  toward  alleviating 
the  situation.  If  our  youngsters  are  to  have  properly 
trained  teachers,  we  must  make  teaching  sufficiently  at- 
tractive financially  so  that,  not  only  are  our  teachers 
retained,  but  more  particularly,  so  that  the  proper  type  of 
high  school  graduate  will  be  interested  in  teaching  as  a 
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profession.  With  a  constantly  increasing  cost  of  living 
prospective  teachers  are  no  longer  able  to  enter  the  teach- 
ing field  even  though  they  may  possess  a  sincere  desire  to 
serve  the  younger  generation. 

It  is  highly  probable  that  even  an  increased  appropria- 
tion towards  teachers  salaries  will  not  in  itself  solve  the 
problem  of  the  small  towns.  Undoubtedly  we  will  have 
to  face  more  and  more  consolidation  of  the  schools  with- 
in a  town.  Only  through  consolidation  will  we  be  able 
to  provide  teachers  for  our  schools.  To  be  more  specific, 
in  the  town  of  Bow,  an  additional  teacher  at  the  Mills 
School  would  make  it  possible  to  handle  all  the  pupils  of 
the  town,  and  such  an  arrangement  would  also  provide 
for  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils.  Four 
teachers  in  one  building  can  handle  as  many  pupils  as 
six  or  seven  scattered  in  numerous  rural  schools. 

You  will  also  note  at  the  end  of  this  report  the  Statis- 
tical Table  dealing  with  membership  and  attendance 
figures.  The  percent  of  attendance  in  a  majority  of  the 
schools  is  quite  acceptable,  but  in  several  schools  the 
attendance  figures  are  rather  low.  The  same  might  be 
said  for  the  tardiness  record.  I  realize  that  in  the  case  of 
youngsters  who  have  to  walk  considerable  distances  to 
reach  the  buses  or  to  reach  the  schoolhouses,  there  is 
undoubtedly  some  justification.  However,  I  feel  that 
with  the  combined  help  of  the  teachers  and  parents  we 
can  do  much  to  improve  these  figures.  Good  equipment, 
good  teachers,  and  attractive  school  rooms  can  not  in 
themselves  assure  effective  teaching ; — regular  attendance 
on  the  part  of  the  pu])ils  is  also  imperative. 

We  have  been  handicapped  to  some  extent  by  our  in- 
ability to  secure  shipment  of  workbooks  and  textbooks. 
With  many  publishing  houses  having  to  operate  on  a 
quota  basis,  the  printing  of  school  books  is  often  delayed 
many  months.  I  can  not  mention  this  fact  without  ex- 
pressing my  appreciation  to  the  teachers  in  our  schools 
for  their  fine  spirit  in  adapting  their  work  to  this  condi- 
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tion.  In  many  cases  the  "tools"  necessary  to  conduct  the 
reading  program,  for  example,  have  not  been  forth- 
coming, and  adjustments  have  had  to  be  made.  It  is 
hoped  that  an  early  order  for  next  year's  supplies  and 
books  may  guarantee  delivery  by  the  time  gchool  opens 
in  the  fall. 

The  above  naentioned  attitude  of  the  teachers  and  the 
interest  and  cooperation  of  the  School  Board  has  made 
this,  my  first  year  with  you,  a  very  pleasant  one,  even 
though  a  difficult  one  because  of  the  many  complications 
beyond  our  control.
